Distinguished American 
To Receive N.D. Award 


Notre Dame, Ind—Miss Irene 
Dunne, prominent movie actress, 
was announced on March 27 as the 
1949 recipient of the Laetare Med- 
al, bestowed annually since 1883 
by the University of Notre Dame 
to the outstanding American Cath- 
olic Layman. 


The announcement was made by 
the Rev. John J. Cavanaugh, C.S.C., 
President of Notre Dame, Miss 
Dunne is the sixty-seventh dis- 
‘tinguished American to receive the 
Laetare Medal, the oldest Amer- 
ican Catholic medal, so called be- 
cause it igs awarded on Laetare 
Sunday, the fourth Sunday of Lent. 
It- was inaugurated by the Rev. 
Edward F. Sorin, C.8.C., founder 
of the University of Notre Dame.

Catholics throughout the United 
States, together with their co-re- 
ligionists throughout. the world, are 
this Sunday — Passion Sunday — 
marking the fiftieth anniversary of 
the ordination of His Holiness Pope 
Pius XII. The Holy Father was or- 
dained on April 2, but the observ- 
ance of the golden jubile of this 
happy event has been put over to 
April 8 becaugg it is a Sunday. 

In announémg the plans for 
this united and world-wide cele- 
bration the Central Committee for 
the Holy Year last November 
called upon the Archbishops. and 
Bishops throughout the world for 
a “crusade of prayer that God... 
may show Himself propitious to 
this poor humanity and reserve, 
at this anguished moment in its 
history, the abundance of His 
favors.” Heeding the Sovereign 
Pontiff’s wishes, the Archbishops 
and Bishops have arranged for 
general Communions, especially of 
children; Adoration of the Blessed 
Sacrament, and other religious 
ceremonies. His Holiness has ex- 
pressed a particular desire that 
the school children throughout the 
world join with him in prayers for 
the welfare of mankind.

relations are given considerable credence here in the light 
of information on developments preceding and immediately 


following the Primate’s arrest last 
December 26. 

This information, obtained from 
unimpeachable sources, came to 
light in connection with a Vatican 
Radio report stating that a Hun- 
garian Jesuit, the Rev. Imre Moczy. 
succeeded in conveying to the Hun- 
garian Bishops a letter from the 
Pope, dated January 2, 1949, al- 
though all his papers were taken 
from him when he crossed the Hun- 
garian border. Father Moczy is 
now reported to be under arrest. 


The information is as follows: 


Last December 13,.Father Moczy 
came to Rome, on a regular Hun- 
garian passport, in connection with 
negotiations between the Hungar- 
jan regime and the Holy See look- 
ing toward establishment of a “mo- 
dus vivendi.” 

Even prior to that, as far back 
as October, 1948, the Holy See re- 
portedly offered to send Archbish- 
op Angelo Rotta, who served as 
Apostolic Nuncio in Budapest until 
1945. to Hungary as an Apostolic 
Visitator, provided the Budapest 
regime would guarantee his free- 
dom. Later, in December, the Hun- 
garian government was taking 
steps through diplomatic channels 
in Rome to provide an entry visa 
for such a vVisitator. 


It was during that time, to be 
precise, on December 13, _ that 
Father Moczy arrived in Rome, re- 
portedly carrying an offer from the 
Hungarian government to furnish 
the Holy See with the results of its 
investigation following the arrest 
of Msgr. Andrew Zakar, Cardinal 
Mindszenty’s private’ secretary. 
The purpose of this offer was said 
to enable the Holy See to form its 
own judgment regarding probable 
charges against Cardinal Minds- 
zenty before any arrest, indictment 
or trial took place. 


On December 11, the Hungarian 
Bishops met and issued a state- 
ment to the effect that the Church 
in Hungary continued to be ready 
to negotiate on regularizing State- 
Church relations but pointing out 
that “the matter in its present 
state requires the cooperation of 
the Holy See.” 


On the same day, the Hungarian 
government withdrew, without any 
previous notice, its previously de- 
clared readiness to send to the 
Vatican any eventual dossier of 
charges against the Cardinal. 


Slightly more than a week later, 
on December 26, Cardinal Minds- 
zenty was arrested. On January 
2 and 3, 1949, Vatican Radio and 
Osservatore Romano published 
news on the approaches made by 
the Hungarian government, declar- 
ing that “the Holy See does not 
see how it can reconcile the Hun- 
garian government’s asserted de- 
sire for an agreement with the 
Holy See with the treatment in- 
flicted on an. Archbishop, Primate 
and Cardinal, a treatment which 
offends the same Holy See,” and 
which is in opposition to its de- 
sire to safeguard the rights of the 
Church and of consciences every- 
where. 


On January 3, Father Moczy left 
Rome again on his regular pass- 
port to return to Hungary. He 
carried with him a letter addressed 
by the Pope to the Hungarian 
Bishops. Before his arrival in Bud-

gap in coverage will be debated 
fully when the twin bills are 
brought before the full Senate 
membership. Though the bills 
have the unanimous approval of 
the education committee, it. was 
declared that some members had 
reserved the right to offer amend- 
ments on the Senate floor. 

The Thomas bill is almost iden- 
tical with the Federal school] aid 
bill which was passed by the Sen- 
ate last vear but was blocked” in 
the House. It aims to set a floor 
of $55 in combined State and Fed- 
eral money under the annual ex- 
penditure for the schooling of 
every public school child in the 
country. Twenty-five high-income 
States would receive $5 per child, 
and grants in other States would 
range upward to $26.58 per child 
in Mississippi. 

The health bill would provide 
for periodic nedical and. dental 
examinations for school children, 
and make facilities available for 
treatment of defects in case par- 
ents are i0t able to pay for this 
care. , 


The bill states: “Such examina- 
tions and service shall be made 
available to children, on a just and 
equitable basis, without regard to 
race, creed, color, or nationality, 
or the location or character of the 
school in which the examination is 
made.” The a‘. of the measure 
is to insure that “no American 
child shall come to adult life with 
physical or mental defects which 
can be prevented or corrected at 
an early age.” 


The guarantee that all children 
will be benefited, regardless of 
State Constitutional bars, is con- 
tained in a section which gives the 
Federal Security Administrator 
the right to withhold proportion- 
ate allotments, in States where 
tax Money can go only to public 
school children, and _ distribute 
them directly to the agencies giv- 
ing examinations and care to non- 
public school children,

and constantly to show his love for 
his fellow men in the brotherhood 
of Christ. 

“The citizens of other states,’ 
Bishop Ready continued, “have 
acknowledged the justice of this 
plea and they have hastened the 
day of its fulfillment by writing 
legislation to protect every citi- 
zen’s right to fair employment 
practices. 

“Some cautious, or otherwise, 
legislators seem worried about the 
much advertised communist sup- 
port of the Ohio proposal. In this, 
as in everything else, communists 
are deceitful, disruptive and de- 
structive. It is an old but still 
phony issue against the bill. Re- 
publicans and Democrats in Ohio 
knew the tactics of communists 
but that did not stop them from 
pledging for FEPC in their latest 
State conventions in Columbus... 

“My whole interest in this con- 
troversy,” Bishop Ready conclud- 
ed, “is neither political nor eco- 
nomic, It is religious. It is based 
solely on a desire to promote jus- 
tice among citizens. e stand in 
the honorable tradition of those 
who have borne gloriously the her- 
itage of worthy Irishmen, as it 
has been spent so liberally in this 
great land of America.

_ Milwaukee—(NC)—Catholic hospitals exist to render 
spiritual as well as medical care for the sick, it is set forth at 
the beginning of a new set of Ethical and Religious Directives 
for Catholic hospitals, which has been published here. 

__ The directives were prepared by a committee working 
with the Catholic Hospital Association of the United States 


and Canada. They were made pub- 
lic in the current issue of Hospital 
Progress, the association’s official 
organ, published by the Bruce,Pub- 
lishing Company.

Abortion, operations during 
pregnancy, artificial insemination, 
euthanasia, contraception, castra- 
tion, and use .of narcotics and 
hypnosis are among the subjects 
covered. The directives also des- 
cribe emergency Baptism proced- 
ure, and-give instruction on admin- 
istration of the Sacraments of 
Penance, Holy Eucharist and Ex- 
treme Unction. 

“The fe gen underlying or 
expressed in this code are not 
subject.to change. But in its ap- 
plications of principles the code 
can and should grow and change 
as .theological investigation and 
the progress of medical science 
open up new problems or throw 
new light on old ones,” it is de- 
clared. 

As an example of this is the 
section on artificial insemination, 
where it is declared that when the 
practice involves someone other 
than the husband it is morally 
wrong, and it is also wrong even 
in case the husband is involved if 
the:semen is obtained by unnatural 
means. However, a footnote adds 
that some methods of insemination 
are ‘still being debated by theolo- 
gians, and in the meantime physi- 
cians are directed to a textbook 
which describes methods that are 
“at least probably licit.” 

With regard to the new science 
of transplanting body organs, the 
code states: “Ordinarily the ‘pro- 
portionate good’ that justifies a 
directly mutilating procedure must! 
be the welfare of the patient him- 
self. However, such things as 
blood transfusions and skin grafts 
are permitted for the good of 
others. Whether this principle of 
‘helping the neighbor’ can ustify 
organic transplantation is now a 
matter of discussion. Physicians 
are asked to present practical 
oe for solution, if such cases. 
exist.” 

About euthanasia, the code de- 
clares that it is forbidden in all 


its forms, and states that the fail-

Through it we are able not only to endure our purgatory here, in- 
stead of in the world to come where it would b2 worse, but we merit immerisely by uniting our 
sufferings with those self-chosen by our Divine Lord which we are contemplating during this 


“Christ could have redeemed the world by the mere humiliation of His coming to earth 
to take the form of man. He could have returned immediately to Heaven after His birth at 
Bethlehem, but He chose to spend thirty-three years in this world amid privation and to un- 
dergo sufferings more keen than those ever endured by any human being. The greatest saints 
prayer for suffering, because they understood its value in relation to merit for everlasting 
life, entirely free from all suffering. 

“We have a modern example of patience in suffering in the person of Professor Takashi 
Nagai, a convert to the Catholic Faith in Japan, who was a victim of the atomic bomb which 
was dropped on. his city on August 9, 1945.

Washington—Spain is once again 
prominent in the news. The land 
of Ferdinand and Isabella has 
great strategi¢ importance in post- 
war Europe, and the question is 
bound te be asked why she has 
not been invited to join the so- 
called North Atlantic pact. At 
least some of the attention’ Spain 
is receiving comes from those in- 
terests which, appreciating this 
fact, have resumed their efforts to 
see that Spain is not permitted to 
join any international organiza- 
tions so long as the regime of 
Generalissimo Franco is in power. 


The opposition which is being 
stirred up against Spain by writers 
and commentators falls into two 
general categories, as usual, They 
are: that Protestantism is suffering 
persecution in Catholic Spain, and 
that the regime of Franco is a dic- 
tatorship. 


With regard to the alleged perse- 
cution of Protestantism in Spain, 
this may be said to be believed 
largely by those who want to be- 
lieve such reports. As the Catholic 
Standard and Times of Philadel- 
phia said editorially, there is no 
persecution of Protestantism, but 
there is some regulation, and this 
has been found to be necessary to 
protect the Protestant groups 
themselves fromAheir “misdirected 
opposition.”

Criticizes Movies’ 
ideas On Crime 


Editor: 


| THINK that the critical com- 
' ment made by The Tidings in 
regard to the Humphrey Bogart 
film “Knock On Any Door” and 
the Maxwell Shane film “City 
Across the River” should be taken 
up by other, Catholic papers. 


These films attempt to lay the 
chief blame for juvenile delin- 
quency upon society and the State. 
They present a one-sided and 
warped view of the situation and 
smack too much of a leftist view- 
point or propaganda against pres- 
ently organized society. 

Youth of America viewing such 
pictures as thése are bound to get 
the idea that crime and wayward- 
ness for them is in most cases 
if not. justifiable, be- 
cause of faulty society, or the 
way things are now conducted by 
the state. Such might be the case 
in a rare instance or two, but, this 
is not the basic reason for juvenile 
crime and folly, and youth should 
not be given any such encourage- 
ment to pass the buck. Rather 
they should be taught to make 
themselves strong, and intelligent, 
and then they would not be easy 
prey to temptation. 

Many of our finest priests and 
religious workers have come from 
poor, crowded districts in big cities. 
A “faulty society” did not lead 
them into a life of crime, nor. did 
it have any evil affect upon them. 


Films like “City Across the Riv- 
er” and “Knock on Any Door” are 
bound to give youth an entirely 
erroneous slant on life, and on 
their own responsibility to them- 
selves, and to society. Protests 
should be made against the pre- 
sentation of such pictures. 

Furthermore, the “facts” offered 
in these films are misleading. It 
is not merely in crowded tenement 
districts that we have juvenile 
crime problems. There is just as 
much of it in small towns and even 
rural districts, and cities without 
tenements and slums. The prob- 
lem and its solution goes far deep- 
er than that. The city of Los An- 
geles, for instance, has no slum 
or tenement districts of import- 
ance, and yet crime is rampant 
here. Many of the offenders come 
from fairly well-to-do families. 

The reasons for juvenile delin- 
quence are far more due to k 
of proper religious training and 
faulty family life, added to youth’s 
own failure to think and live right.

the danger that confronts the 
country because of the lack of 
moral training in the public 
schools. ’ 

“Shortly before Collier’s made 
this survey ‘The International 
Sunday School Council of Religious 
Education’ had deplored the fact 
that 27,000,000 children were re- 
ceiving no religious instruction 
whatsoever either in the day 
school or Sunday S¢éhool, and the 

owing juvenile delinquency of 
hat time—not at all comparable 
to such delinquency today—was 
attributed to the lack of religious 
and moral training.” 

What was the effect on the 
American public of the publica- 
tion of the results of this survey 
by Collier's? 

“It seems that it irritated en- 
emies of religion so much that 
they redoubled _their efforts to 
keep religion out of education. 
It was shortly after this that text- 
books were written especially by 
Professors of the Social Sciences 
at Columbia, calculated to destroy 
the little religion that most of the 
children had received from their 
parents. 

“This was followed by the in- 
troduction of text books on Socia! 
Sciences for use by the thousands 
of teachers who attended Columbia 
during the summer for the pur- 
pose of attaining an M. A. de- 


gree. 

“The “Teachers College and Col- 
mbia Units of the Communist 
arty’ availed themselves of the 
opportunity. to indoctrinate these 
teachers with its atheistic phil- 
osophy. The Educational. Van- 
guard, a Communist sheet, in 
which teachers were frankly told 
that Communists were ‘faculty 


members, staff, office and civic 
workers’ at that school was. dis- 
tributed among the teachers. 


“In the August 10, 1936, number 
of that paper at Columbia these 
words were addressed to the teach- 
ers: 
“In a few days more than 10,- 
000 teachers, principals and -sup- 
erintendents will get into bus or 
train and return to every sec- 
tion of the United States. The 
Communist Units at Teachers Col- 
lege and Columbia join in wishing 
every student of the summer ses- 
sion a memorable trip home. 

“‘To many, this publication un- 
doubtedly was the first direct con- 
tact with the Communist Party. 
Perhaps the Vanguard and the 
University of the Street have made 
you just a bit more conscious of 
many wrongs, and of the neces- 
sity for organization to correct 
these injustices. 

“*When you return to your home 
town, wherever that may be, join 
the Communist Party.’ 

“It was in that same year that 
the Reds took control of the meet- 
ing of the ‘American Federation 
of Teachers’ in Philadelphia. In 
the convention hall 2 place was 
refused to the American flag, 
while a huge Red banner was dis- 
played. The ‘American Federa- 
tion of Teachers’ elected that year 
as its President Jerome Davis, 
author of a work entitled ‘Stud- 
ies of Soviet Russia’ and publish- 
ed by the Communist Vanguard 
press. 

“This was immediately before 
the late war; and during that war, 
when our country Warmed up to 
Russia as to an ally, teachers felt 
it their duty to have the children 
think kindly of the Soviet Union, 
not distinguishing the Russian gov- 
ernment* and the Russian people. 
Motion pictures glorifying Russia 
were shown, with great frequency, 
even in the classrooms.

organizations, which, of course, do 
not back the entire Contmunist 
program, were delighted to see 
that portion of their program ex- 
ecuted which ignores or even at- 
tacks God and religion. This. com- 
bination of forces prepared the 
way for the abolition of religious 
instruction outside the public 
schools, through ‘released time,’ 
and they, in turn, were supported 
in their efforts even by the many 
churchmen, who had come to the 
conclusion that the Catholic 
Church was profiting most by 
that program operating in more 
than two thousand communities. 


“You are familiar, of course, 
with the appeal to the Supreme 
Court of the United States made 
by Mrs. McCollum, of Champaign, 
[llinois. It all looked so innocent, 
but she happened to be the daugh- 
ter of the President of an. athe- 
istic organization and, therefore, 
served only as its tool for the ac- 
complishment of an anti-religious 
aim. ap 
“Some of the churchmen who 
backed Mrs. McCollum became 
organizers soon after the Supreme 
Court decision favorable to her, 
of ‘Protestants and Other Ameri- 
cans United for the Separation of 
Church and State,’ and some of 
these churchmen are known to 
have definite Communist lean- 
ings.” 

I have often read certain statis- 
tics publicized to show that chil- 
dren attending religious. schools 
have a higher rate of delinquency 
than those’ attending public 
schools.

all children. It made an attempt 
to secure ‘legislation in this di- 
rection in the states of Oregon, 
‘California and Michigan some 


in the two latter-mentioned states, 
but won in Oregon. The case was 
then appealed to the Supreme 
Court of the United States to have 
the constitutionality of the so- 
called Oregon Law tested—and it 
was declared unconstitutional. 
“The New Age, in the article 
noted, claimed that the inmate per- 
sonnel of the Missouri State Peni- 
tentiary was 95% Catholic.-_Where 
the writer gathered such informa- 
tion was not disclosed, but the 
chaplain of that institution refuted 
the slander by quoting the actual 
Statistics as of that date. He wrote 
that there are 275 Catholics among 
3,000 prisoners in thé Missouri 
State enitentiary, which would 
figure out 9.2% rather than 95%. 
But among the 275 listed as Cath. 
olfes only 90, or 3%, had received 
any training in a Catholic schdol. 
He also observed that 69 who 
were listed as ‘preferring the Cath- 
olic religion’ had never been Cath- 
olics. The chaplain declared that 
it would have n much more 
correct for the writer of the article 
in Bhe New Age to say that ‘956%

especially the gripping words of 
the prophet Isaias:

st, only eight teams have been 
aad to compete, but, at the last 
minute this year, the sponsors of 
tournament decided to invite 
four others and make it a 12-team 
competition. Two of the “added’ 
attractions were Loyola University 
of Chicago and San Francisco Uni- 
versity, while one of the regulars 
was St. Louis University. Ken- 
tucky, St. Louis, Utah, and West- 
ern Kentucky had been seeded 
in that order and, if everything 
had gone according to Hoyle, Ken- 
tucky and St. Louis would have 
met in the final game for the 
championship, just as they did in 
the final game of the Sugar Bowl 
tournament during the _ holidays 
when St. Louis handed Kentucky 
its only defeat of the regular sea- 
son, 42-40. 


When the 12-team tournament 


opened in Madison Square Gar- 
den there was no sign or indi- 
cation that a tornado was about 
to sweep in from the middle 
west and far west, leaving in 
its wake the most devastating 
series of upsets in the history 
of big-time intercollegiate bask- 
etball. Loyola was paired against 
Kentucky, universally rated the 
best college team in the country, 
if not the best college team of 
all time. The Wildcats had won 
29 out of 30, lesing only to St. 
Louis U., as mentioned. Loyola 
had a fine record, too, but had 
lost five games and, anyhow, it 
didn’t seem to belong on the 
same floor with Kentucky. 
Neither did any other college 
team in the country bar one or 
two notable exceptions, such as 
St. Louis. But the Loyola boys, 
coached by Jack Haggerty, evi- 
dently don’t pay any attention to 
the adverse notices they receive 
prior to a game, so they went 
to work on the “invincible” 
Wildcats and when the smoke of 
the battle had cleared away, 
Loyola had vanquished the Ken- 
tuckians, 67-56, in the first of 
four of the most fantastic bas- 
ketball games ever played be- 
tween major college opponents.

dison Sq Garden, 
and put it up to the players. They 
decided that the trip. should be 
made and they immediately went 
back into training, jumping a train 
for New York a few days later, 
and then had nothing else to do 
but tackle St. Louis in a first round 
game. ; 


Well, the “impossible” happened- 
ed again. Bowling Green more than 
matched the Billikens’ powerful of- 
fense and when the game had end- 
ed the Ohioans wound up on the 
long end of an 80-74 score. Two 
games in the tournament had been 
played and the two teams that 
had universally been conceded to 
be the finalists were already among 
the also-rans. It just simply 
couldn’t happen, but there it was, 
spread out before the gaze of more 
than 12,000 bewildered spectators 
in New York’s vast sports arena. 


But there was still more to 
come, to make the whole thing 
utterly fantastic. The other twe 
teams, besides Loyola and Bowl- 
ing Green, which had been in- 
vited as an afterthought to 
broaden the field of entrants to 
12, were San Francisco Univers- 
ity and Bradley University of 
Peoria, Ill. Now, these two teams 
had fine season’s records, but 
they didn’t appear to have the 
stuff before the tournament to 
withstand the onslaughts of such 
top-seeded fives as Utah and 
Western Kentucky, not to men- 
tion Kentucky and St. Louis. 
Well, you know what happened. 
Bradley trounced Western Ken- 
tucky, seeded No. 4, by 95-86 
in the highest scoring game ever 
played in Madison Square Gard- 
den, while San Francisco, which 
came the closest to performing 
according to the book, was los- 
ing, 63-62, to Utah, seeded No. 
3, with only a few seconds to 
play when Frank Kuzara let go 
a one-hander from about 30 
feet out and the ball went square- 
ly through the basket without 
touching the backboard or rims, 
giving San Francisco a 64-63 
victory that was as unexpected 
as it was thrilling. 


It isn’t very often that a top- 
flight seeded team in any sort of 
competition is eliminated in the 
first round of a tournament, but 
when the four first seeded teams

Dogtor Dricton has examined a 
number of texts inscribed on tiles, 
slates and papyri, which form what 
was called the “Book of Wisdom,” 
in which many social precepts are 
inculeated in “the name of God.” 
Thus one part, “Instruction for 
Kagemni,” c.f the Fourth Dynasty, 
reads: “Do not be without mercy 
for we know not what events God 
may use to punish us.” 

Likewise, in the “Instruction 
for Phahotep” of the Fifth Dynas- 
ty, which reigned from 2750 to 
2625, it says: “Do not excite fear 
among men, for God will strike 
you with the same means.” Also 
“he who obeys is loved by God,’ 
and “a g¢g child is a gift of 
God.” Later, the “Instruction for 
Menkare,” of the Eleventh Dynas- 
ty, 2160 to 2000 B.C., says, “work 
for God and God will work for 
you.” 

Doctor Dricton found that again 
and again the texts refer to God 
as an individual being, supernatur- 
al, invisible and omnipotent, and 
implied the exclusion of any other 
divinity. However, Doctor Dricton 
said, while there is rich evidence 
of monotheism, the Egyptian peo-
